A’ few weeks ago Taikoo D:ck- 
sard & Evgineeting Co, created & 
ceonrd, by launching the biggest 
ship yet built in the Overseas 
Dominioce or Colosier, of the 
Britisb Empire. “For the Aatoly- 
cas was the firat Bloe Funnel 
oce’n going atesmer to be kuilt 
in the Far East, and it marked 
the commencement of anew era, 
A sister ahip was commenced 
immediately the Autclyeng took 
the water." 

At the Isunching ceremony the 
Governor of tke Colony paid-s 
well-merited tribute “to the 
Chinece workmen, who had not 
only put the ship together, bat 
had also” built the engines. 
ander European—moatly Scotch 
—supervision, the native staff had 
done their work so well, that 
they fully deseryad the praise 
awerded to them. [t isa feat of 
which the Colony of Hongkoog 
may well be proud. To make the 
castings and to construct’ tke 
proyelling machinery, and the 
boilere, for @ re-sel of 4,000 
LH P., is-no small acoomplish- 
ment. I: is" another Gémonctre- 
tion of the fact that, with the 
cecessary eupervision, tbe Chinese 
srtinan can carry out the most 
modern and difficalt work: It is 
astonishing to see how adaptable 
the Cantonese mechanic is to new 
ideas, (Probably other Chinese 
,workmen, especiatly the men 
from Ningpo, are equally intelli- 
zent). Tu the Hongkong and 
Wampoa Dick Company's work- 
shops,uud in thoge of the Taikeo 
establishment, there ia the most 
modern machinery, euch 89 is to 
be seen on the Clyde or the Tyne. | 
[t is all operated by the Chinese 
mechanics and coolies. 

For nearly five years the writer 
has had native workmen erectiog 
complicated machinery ; mach of 
the work. has-been of a very 
special nature, as it ia nearly all 
in connection with experimental 
and demorrtration work. These 
.uative articans have always been 
most easyer to learn all aboat it., 
They take an intelligent- interest 
in: the “appsrataa, Their only 
ieult might be said to. be atiri- 
butable to over euthudiasm. -They 
are rather too ready to go ‘shead 
with a job withoat asking for 
\nstractions. [tiglandsble to be 
confident; but it is at times 
dangerca3 to az-ume too much 
aboat machinery which ie novel, 

The-estosiehing thing about 
the: Chinese workman is that, 
when he'is working for himeelf, 
be tries to do without modern’ 
machinery. It is remarkatle to 
sve a native boilermaker at work 
in one of the large shipyards, 
where he easily manipale‘es the 
most ap-to-date appliances. If 
he seta up agagmall boiler maker, 
on bis own accoant, ha will build 
4 steam generetor for a launch on 
the edge of a rice field. He will 
probably put up srodgh matshed 
covering over the boiler, bat -he 
bailds nothing in the way of's 
permanent struoiure. His tools 
are so crade, that the European 
workman would, at first. sight, 
aay that it wae ioxpossible to build 
a small boiler ‘andef such 
conditions. Bat the Gainece 
workman does the impossible. He 
sticks to the job, he is ingenious, 
and he is wonderfully ioduetri- 
ous. 

There is somethingstimaletiog., 
about a visit'to thé Taikeo Dock. | 
yerd, for the imegization ia 
stirred by this hive of modern 
indaetry which hay been’ bailt ap 
againet all sorte of diffeulties, It 
taust hava needed a man of great‘ 
personality’ to carry oat the!

Tae war has made us. realise to 
the fall extent; how derpendént 
apon shipping is the British Ean- 
pire.

Jeea itiocladed a few words aboat 
thecelebrated iroa asiling ship, 
called tie Lord of tha. Isles, Thie 
vessel was completed in 1856, and 
her regiatered tonnage was 691 
tons. She made the passage from 
Shanghai to Londop'in 87 days, 
with 3,030 toas of tea on board. 
She averaged, on thie celebrated 
voyage, 320 nautioal miles for five 
consecutive daya, ° .
